Thege remarks are doubtlesa vary jnat, and
the rearons aeeigued sbould have jnflusoosd
the disposal of the vase loug sinos, Ihat it ia
pot surprisiog, cousidering tue haods that the
Government 18 io, that ths canss of the Sun's
oritivisin exista. 1t muast bs remwembered that
the Sun's own paily is i powsr.  The admin-
jatration at Warhington 13 composad of the
Sun's own friends, 1o is the lsgacy which Mr.
Lincoln Itk to onrge the oonuatry alter his un-
timely takivg oil. Johueson is the man who
was eleoted on the tioket with him —selsoted
a3 the candidate becatiss up to that time the
moét ferocions and viudiotive Javobia of them
all—the gpoon thief of Massachusetts baviog
been the only one who could rival him in these
gualities, and w hiose cleiws to s nomination wure
serionely considered in opposition to thoss of
Johnson, in making tha se'wotion. Then, at
the head of the Btate Depariment is Seward,
the Mephistopheles o Livcolu's administra-
tion as well as of Johoeou's. In ths Cabinet
are Welles, McCulloch, and Raudall, all ap-
pointees of Lincolu; aud Jubuson, Seward, aud
all of them following iu his footsteps; aud
faitbful to his record.

It admita not of successfal dispnta that the
present administration 18 bat a continnation
and imitation of that which preceded it.
Jolnroa has earriel var Linsolo's views, and
his policy would bave been acynies-ed ia by
the whole party, bad he not shown an ambi-
tion to overtop other chiufa of the party who
looked to the euceceesion, and excited their
alarm, envy, and rivalry  Tuois led to the
gplit between them, sud wade the division Bo
wide and the oppo=ition 8o bitter. It was
becanse they were iuflu-nced, on either side,
by no public cous ideratious, but solely by

ersoral awbition.

Thic led to the two rival schemes of recon-
struotion, both eqnally unconstitutional,
usurpatory, and flagitdons. For this reason
we have opposed the present administration
a8 strepuously a8 we d.d that which preceded
it. The latter has bad vo Democratio quality
more than the former. The whole gasrrel
between Johugon and ihie Rump origivated in
mutnal jealousy, and has been prosecated to
gain power and spoils.  How could Demoorats
take sides in such & gqnarrel, or taks any
further interest in it than to wish that the
parties 1o it would destroy each other? It is
a case like that which iz likely to arise early
in Graut's admivistration; iu which event we
should pursne the game conrse towards it that
wa have in refcrence to the disgraveful
gguabble Letween Johnson and the Ramp.

In this very quality of the present Adwinia-
tration with which the ~Sun fonds 8o muoh
fault, it is imitatiog that by which Lincoln’s
was prefminently distinguisbed at ths time
that the chiel editor avd proprivtor of the Sun
was couneoled with itiu 8 secondary capacity.
The war was got up by false pretanses, and
was progeouted for mors than two yeara alter
its commencement by tricks, subterfages, and
deceptions, which would bave done credit to
the skill, as it brought luto play more than
the ragoslity, of the most expert operator in
auy ocunfidence game ever yot invanted,

The collision at Fort HBamter wag bronght
about by the most disrepuiable falsehood and
chicane ever practised by men in pablic posi-
tion. This was designed to inaugnrate the
war under auepices fuvorable to the abolition
party, by making the Sonth the apparent
aggreseor, and was successfiol. Bat this was
not the endiog but ovly the beginning of de-
ception. This got up the flag mania. Then,
to rouse the people to arwg, the ory weunt
forth that the capital was in danger, and thay
were called npon to march and save the capi-
tal. The last and the standiog declaration for
two years before raising the black flag of abo-
lition, which, until the anlnma of 1863, was
partially concealed under the stars and stripss,
was that the war was prosecnted to reators
the Union, when the Union wonld naver hava
been endangered but for threatened abolition,
and might at any times have bLesn restored
without the forther effusion of blood, had all
designs of abolition been abandoued snd dis-
claimed.

But mo. This was the meaning and origin
of the party—artfully concealed for a tims—
but fically digclosed when it was thought the

popla bhad become guiliviently exasperated to
Eear it. Lipcoln snd his advisers konew that
at the outset of the war it wonld not answer
to show the cloven foot, Hence they con-
cealed its hideous deformity nnder a drapary
of stara and stripes. Bot they were all the
time carefully and assidoonsly working up
public opinion ‘*‘io the sticking point,” and
when this was reactied, ont atepped the aboli-
tion demon, and he Las ron riot ever sinoce.

Here was praotised, upon s muoch larger and
far more crimiual soale, & game whioch the Sun
is oharging upon the present Admivistration.
And now, with wonderinl gimplicity, it says
that if this kiud of deception Is necessary, the

ople are wuot capibls of gelf-government.
{:'a think they have demonatrated this most
effectually in the Listory of the last ten yeard.
If they do not speedily onme to their senses,
they are fit ouly to be handsd over 10 8 mon-
archy. Certaioly the accident of birth conli
not do worge for us than the people have
dope in elucting Liveoln, Johuson, and Grant,
and it might do much better.

Thera is a legend of a Congresman
from the far Southwest, in the days bafore the
war, who nsed to frank his solled linen homs to
be washed, We know that Mr. Brook  dissemi-
pates ciroulars advertising the New York Kzx-
wess by meava of his printed frank, and Mr,
mas Barnes sends out price-lista of hias
“‘Mustang Linlments" and “Soothiog Syraps.’’
Congreesman O'Neill of Penvsylviania has re-
cently been found franking all over the conn-
try a good thick pamphlet pablished by ths
Uplon Leagune of Philadelphia, and labslling
it, by a pleasing freedom of language, a *'Pab.
Doe.” o dare sey the book contained a
great deal more usefal informstion than vios
out of ten doonments issued from ths Govera-
went Prioting OfMuve; but it wad vot a pablio
docnment for all that, and if Me. O'Naill
wanted to gend copier of it throngh the mail ha
ought to have paid the poitage, as any private
gentleman wou!d. Duariog the last elsotion
oanvass, it was common for Congrasamen who
were candidates for re-election to frank ballots
and addresses all through thelr distriots; and
we know of at least ous osse in whioh, by
gome process of leg-rdemain which wa do not
prefess to nuderstand, the prioted frank of a
candidate was nsed to cover the ballota of his
oppouent, It is not easy to ses how the privi-
lege can be conflued striotly within s legiti-
mnte lwmite, it there i8 anythiog legitima‘e
about it; but if Congress will pot abolish it
altogether, it might at least forbid the ase of
printed fravks, sod the application of written
oues Lo apy bat official letters aud docaments,

Mr. Lynch's Resuwplion Biil.
From the N, Y, Tvibune.

Representative Jobn Lyoch of Maine pro-
Pores bwo measnres designed to elfvot a retarn
to gproie payments, upon which wo are asked
Lo express our views.

The first consists of an act entitl:d “To
provide againet nudoe expuansions and vontrac-
tions of the ourrency, aund proposss to issas
§300,000,000 of new coupon boud:, payable in
currency on demand, with ioterest, also in
currenoy, at 4 per cent. per aunom, payabla
guarterly, sud gubject to Siate, munivipal,
sud local taxation, issuable for par in car-
rency, relssuable by the Becretary of the
Treasury at spy time withio ten years if ro-
ceived by bim, apd to be redesmad at the end
of twenty years in coin. 'I'nis provides for &
logn which, being payable privcipal and iote-
rest in onrrency, snd subject to local taxa-
tion, we judgas would be worth, while Five-
twenties are at 78, gay 50 cents on the dollar
in gold. No possible relation exiats bstween
the provigions of this act and the fanctions
agoribed to it in its title, viz., *lo provide
agaluet expansions aud contractions of the
curreney.'’ Congress might pas=s this aot, and
on the very next day asotber (or any amount
of additional currency. It might with eqnal
proprie'y have been entitled **An act to
prevent the tides from risiog on Sauday.”

The gecond mensure is eatitled YA bill to
provide for the gradnsl resunmption of spscia
payments,”’ It provides that, afier a given
date, say May 1, 15060, the Government shall
destroy all United Stotes uotes “when recaived
in the course of ordinary transactions,” i, e.,
for revenue, galés of lapds, setllements of
socounts, ete., and in lien thereof issna naw
United States noteg of like denominations to
thoge destroyed, payabls after ons year, in
coiu, on demand; all Nadonal Bank Notes re-
ceived by the Treasury shull be redeemed by
their bauks in “gresnbacks,” and the latter
destroyed in like manver. As vo provision is
wade for ealling these notes, itis aksnmead that
they are to be paid out in ths ordinary ex-
penees of the Government for salaries; con-
tracts, the war and navy service, ste. Mr.
Lyuch estimates that, as the Treasury raceives
apd psys out in eurrent expeness say #1580 000, -
000 & year, or at the rate of §13 000,000 per
wouth, hig plan wonld cause this entire sum
in éne year to be chavged from greenbacks
iuto notes payable in ore year in con, Thesa
new notes would be paid out at the rata of
#15,000 000 a month during the first year, and
would full due at the ssme rate duoriog the
gecoud year of the workiog of the plan.

We do pot wish to discourage any feature
of value in this bill, but we suggest the lol-
lowing queries:—

I. Wonld not the payment of the members
of Congreds, offlvars, contractors, clerks, aol-
dierg, enilors, and other benefiviarivs of the
Govornment, in notes doe in coin in one
year, while the prodncers and tax-psayers are
#till nsing the old National Dank note and
greenback currrocy, amount to an immediate
addition of about twenty per cent. to the pay
of all Federal oficers ! and wou!d not the new
notes to be 1ssued under this act bear a pre-
minm of about twemty per cent. over the
rawainiog currency of the country 7

11. Bo long as they bear a premium, would
they not, like gold, be hoarded for paywment
in gold ¥ and would not go great a reduction
in the volume of the carrency as the abstrag-
tion of £160,000,000 a year by the Govern-
ment, witbout any outllow of & onrrency hav-
ivg the same value as the National Bank
notes, the old legal tenders, and the geuneral
“mopey of account” in use in Lusiness, oc-
caplom  Euch & stringengy of the money mar-
ket a8 wounld compel the abandonment of the

111. Wonld the paopls submit to, or be bene-
fited by, & plan which adds twenly per eent,
gold value to the expense of thes Government
aud the salaries of its oflicers, while it tight.

IV. Would not the new unotes ba a fanoy
stock for politiviaus instead of a carrency for
the peaple

V. Would it be feasible to require the na-
tionsl banks or the people to redeem their
debte in these new notes, when there 8 wo
provision by which they may get them, nnless
they are employed by the Government ?

VI. Can specie payments be reanmead by
any measures which do not enable the people
and the bapks to resnme ?

There may be points in Mr. Lynch's plan
whioh, in combination with others of which it
makes no mention, woald do well enough.
But it ia very incomplete, and of itzelf wounld
not work well.

Party Rule in England,
From the N, ¥.

What would be said and thought of Ganaral
Grant if he shonld offer Benator Doolittle s
place in his Cabinet? Can sany man imagine
the ourses, both lond and deep, that wonld
ba poured ont mpon him'’ The services he
bas rendered the conutry would be forgotten.
The faith the people now have in his honesty
and good sense wounld disappear. He would
ve fnetantly branded as & traitor to the party
(which is the highest oflénse known to our
political code), and a4 false to his principles
and to the men who have put him in power.

Yet this is almosat exsotly what the Liberal
party in Eoglaod has done In formiog the new
CUabinet, Mr. Gladstons ag its leader, aud as
the actual Ex<cutive of the British Govern-
wment, offers the place of Chancellor of the Ex-
chequerto Robert Lowa, formerly a Libweral,
but who turoed againgt the party on the Ita-
form bill two yeurs ago, who assalled that
mesdnre with greater vigor, ability, aud rapoor
‘ than Mr. Doolittls has ever phown in attack-

Iog recongiruction, aod whe, from that day to

thig, hse been Yontsids ths party,' though ha
| hus ot noted g0 opsnly with its opponents as
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Mr. Gladstone appreoiates so highly his talents
aud the fnflaenos whioh they give him—and
would 80 mnch rather have hTm for a friand
thap & foe—that he tenders him the very baat
po:ition in the Cabinst under his incomiog
administratim,

This will probably ba regarded as proof of
the elight progress England has actually made
in the golenos of party government, in apite
of the Raform bill, as comparsd with the
United Statea. That the party which is sno-
cessful in the election, and which thns has ab.
eolnte coutrol of all the patronnge and power
of the Government, should aoctually give a
bigh porition to & man who refassd to go
with it on a oardioal mesaure of party polioy,
thows how lit'ls that party koows of the ear
dina) max'ma of party rule or the real seorets
of pary strenglh.

It #uch thivge are to be done with Impnnity,
what broomes of the well-known principla—
adupted now by a/l parties in this conutry—
that ““to tho viotors balong the spoila 1" How
cku & party be exproted to mafn ain ftaslf it it
is to be thus ont off from the fall breasts of
Goverrment patrovage?  What encoarags-
wivnt bate politiciavs to work for a party vio
tory if they s-e so large a slioe of its rewnards
coolly handed over to & renegade—to one who
dererts the party beosuse be csnnot indorae i
acts ¥ What right hss apy party map to a
judgwment or & consolencs of his owa? Wt
busgivess bag ba to “eet up for hime=sl(" =10
sct npon his own geonviciions of duty, instead
of following in the train of s parly —contaut
Lo obey its belissta and to ask no questions f

Mr. Gladstons comes iuto power with an
immwense wajority—qnite as largs in propor-
tion as General Greant will bave, and almost
88 large a8 the Hepnblicans had twe years
ago. It is mot likely that Mr. Lows conld
damage his ascendavoy in any wav, if ha ware
“left out in the cold,” a3, on all gronads of
party discipling, he onght to ba—nor will lie
probably add to his presant majority if a
Cabinet place is bestowed upon biwm, Bat
Mr. Glndstone is evidentiy noder the impres-
gion that the strength of a party doss not con-
flrt wholly fn the puwmber of its votes—that
talent, debating power, esgacity, and high
pereonnl obarsoier gtill count for somsthiog
even Lo a party whiol is larg«ly in the asoend-
ant.  Wa have got over all such obhsolete
ideas in this conutry, When a party has a
large majority of votes—it can do avythiog it
lkes—it needs mobody's support, and soorns
to lovk outside its own par'y lines for help.
All it Las to do is to feed its owa followers
well, aud gos to it that not even tha smallest
“oublin'' of patronage fulls to anybody who
I8 ountglde the party fold,

In this conutry party iz tha rling power.
The Government a8 uothing but the party,
Whatever aida the party, aide the Govera-
ment; aud whatever dou't, don't.  Toe ouly
proper aud Jegitimate mode of aidiog the
Goverpument, theretore, is to ald the party.
Whatever does that s all right; whatever
dou't do that is allewrong. 'T'his fundamental
principle of popular government evidantly
his not yet penstrated the stolid Betish
mind. Partiea in Eogland, especially, think it
worth while to concihate aid vompel the eon-
fidence aud support of their oppousnts as
well as of their stanuch supporters. The
general  semtiment of the woola conntry
seems to them worth something, and they try
to get it on thelr side.

They will get over thig in doe time, They
will presently flnd out that it is quite useleds
to pay the slightest attention of any sort to
anybody or auy olass bot those wuo have
been theirstannch and copsistent frivnds, And
ad to askiog avybody else to ail in carrying
on the Government, and giviog them the
smallest crumb or wmorsel of Gorarnment
pitronege, the day will soon come in Bogland,
as it has slready come here, whean the caltfl
who shall lont at such a thiog will be desmed
too buse and uvprincipled to come in contaot
in any way with the leaders and gaides of
pelitical atfairs. We have po doubt Me. Glad-
stone will be thoronghly bastinadosd by the
“‘enrnest wen'' of his own party for the inll-
delity to ita faith and its intereats shown o
iuviting Mr. Lowe to a seat in the new Cabinet.
